FLY IN GROVES 

In view of the present 
warm speil, the Agricultural 
Department of the Citrus 
Marketing Board urges all 
citrus growers to keep track 
of the development of the 
Mediterranean Fly by trap- 
ping specimens of the fly in 
| the spec bottle traps. In 
| ease the fly intensifies its ac- 

tivity, groves shouid be spray- 

ed with yeast bait in accord- 

ance with instructions. Parti- 
| cular attention should be paid a 

to Valencias, which have rip- nf 4 7 

ened early this season “and. 4 2 

have, in sume places, already 

been attacked by the fly. 
Aerial spraying carried out 

this year has been highly 
successful in decimating the 
fly, and has saved many gro- 
‘wes from heavy damage by 
the fly. The remaining flies 
are, however, likely to cause 
local damage on’ account of 
the warm weather, and aerial 
‘spraying should. be comple- 
mented by the local spraying 
of yeast bait. 

- The fruit in groves which
